Meiuarei—He Wanted to Soil Bonds. 
IHiBipatlug tbo SarplQH. 
Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Charles 


Foster Has been induced by somo criti- 
cism of his notion vhen secretary of tho 
treasury, made by the editor of the Kew 
York Journal of Commerce;, to put forth 
a statement bearing ou the couclition of 
tie treasury follovrinK the passage of 
the Sherman act rmd the McKinley bill 
Without goiug into the merits of tho 
controversy itself, ive propose to note 
certain admissions maiio by Mr. Foster, 
who is giving' reasons for stopping the 
jinyraeut of gold in settling government 
balances at the Nev/ York clearing 
house:. This lends him to speak of the 
condition of tho revenue, of whioh ho 
(ays: 


"When in 1S91 ^vo began forcefully 


to feel the effects of • the reduction of 
the ri'veiiucH under the McKinley law, 
coupled, with very large exportation of 
gold ami -with the largest bills to pny 
ever known in time of peace, conditions 
had vastly changed. Because of large 
payments iiiiulc on the public tlubt 
which seemed to bo necessary to relievo 
the moutttary.strain of the country, with • 
reduced revoijues and large appropria- 
tions to pay, the cash balance was ro- 
ttuccd to $1DO,000,000, then to $125,- 
000,000, from about twico this amount. 
While there wus no deficiency of rev- 
enues tn pay ordinary expenses we -\verc 
rnuniiic on n very close margin. To 
maintain a gold balance of $100,000,- 
000, 
to supply nine subtreasuries -with 


the smallest amount of cnsh they could 
bu mauaged with, to have $10,000,000 
locked up in redeemed national bank 
notes, not counted, imd in cash in trar- 
Bit, v.'as not an easy t;isk. 
Yet it was 


d"ne until the close of my administra- 
tiour1- . 


Thifi is the best that ilr. Foster can 


say for a bill which 1ms been highly 
praised oa n revenue raiser, and put in 
contrast with the existing law, although 
almost as soon as the present law was 
passed tUe revenue began to increase. 
The JIcKiuloy bill was passed ia Oc- 
tober, 1800, and the next year, according 
to ex-Secretary Foster, the treasury be- 
gan ' 'forcefully to feel the effects of a 
reduction ol the revenue." This hap- 
pened in spite of tho large surplus which 
the Harrisoii administration had inher- 
ited (torn that of Mr. Cleveland and1 the 
surplus revenue collected between March 
4, 1SS9, and October, 1S90; also in spite 
of the covering of the $55,000,000 held 
for tho redemption of national bank 
notes into the treasury. The significance 
of this admission, considering the sur- 
roundings, ciin hardly bo overrated. Mr. 
Foster adds: 


"The Sherm-in law alarmed the finan- 


cial centers, which alarm was increased 
by tho large exhortations of gold then 
occurring to such an extent as to raise 
ihe question as to the ability and,' in 
view of tho so called silver craze then 
nt its height, as to the disposition of the 
government to maintain gold pay- 
men ta." 


Tlie two bills named respectively for 


McKinley and Sherman passed • in the 
C.JCiil year 
IS'JO-l, ended Juno BO, 


1S91. 
In that year the net gold e-Tports 


amounted to jnorc thnn $68,000.000, 
the largest ever made up to that time, 
with the solitsuy 'exception, of 1804, 
while the war was raging and gold out 
of circulation. The connection in which 
Mr. Fo.ster mentions these gold exports 
shows clearly enough that he attributes 
them to the effect o£ the Sherman law. 


3Ir. Foster's admissions, which arc 


m.ide not ns such, but as arguments in 
defense of his official action, sSow clear- 
ly enough", not only that the troubles of 
the treasury began while he was secre- 
tary, but also that they were caused by 
the twiu abominations of legislation, 
the.McKinley act and the Sherman law. 
Tho exports of gold, the olarin of tho 
financial world, tho running'down of 
the cash balance are all sot forth by him 
in connection with tho operation of 
these bills. Had General Harrison been 
ro.-elected in 1S92, uo doubt. Mr. Foster 
would have been permitted to issue 
bonds in February, 1893, as ho desired 
aiid proposed to do. It is to bo regretted 
that Mr. Foster did not find leisure to 
mention this incident in connection with 
other matters in his interesting paper. 


There" is another aspect of this qnes- 


tiou which deserves notice in this con- 
nection. Much has been said of the fact 
that from tho resumption of specie pay-

tho thing the Rcpubliciin leaders say he 
will do the plethoric purees which have 
been opened to his managers for cam- 
paign expenses woald have been closed 
as tight us wax. The tariff borons uro 
potting up their money on a pledge, ex- 
pressed or implied, that at the earlieHt 
possible opportunity McKfnley w ill do 
his part to reopeii to tliem tho fat pas- 
tures out of which 'they wero driven by 
the Democrats. -No matter whjit tbo 
people may think or the party organs 
may say, there is a clear understanding 
between jtfcKinley and his political and 
financial backers. 


But tho Republican leaders in Wash- 


ington have done the country an excel- 
lent service by bringing out so clearly 
and emphatically the MoEinley pro- 
gramme. It is a public warning to tho 
people of what the election of McKinley 
will menu. It assures the country that, 
in the event of McKinley's success, an- 
other disturbing period of tariff agita- 
tion and legislation and another reign 
o£ McKiuleyism, with its accompanying 
loot and loss, will be ^forced upon tho 
business interests.—St. Lonis Republic.

Representing tbo People. 


"Mr. HcKinley," Bays the Philadel- 


phia Press, "is the people's candidate. 
Ho will come to the presidency as moru 
distinctively the representative of tho 
whole party niid all the. people than 
any president since Grant," etc. In 
what possible sense could Grant or Me- 
Kinley or .any Bepublican' candidate 
for president or president-elect bo said 
to represent "all the people?" The 
more faithfully they represent "the 
whole party" the farther they are from 
representing the whole people. No Re- 
publican president heretofore has rep- 
resented much more than the bitter sec- 
tional animosities of the people who 
voted for him. Probably Mr. McKinley 
represents n, milder degree of this senti- 
ment than any of bis predecessors from 
Lincoln down. But he no more "repre- 
sents" half of the people of this coun- 
try than he represents the people of 
France or Germany. 


For Revenue Only. 


The meeting of the tariff commission 


convention at Detroit on June 3 was a 
failure because of the slim .attendance 
of delegates. The main object of the 
convention was the organization of a 
movement to take the tariff question out 
of politics. But as it was also proposed 
to maintain the protective principle ns 
a basis of future tariff there were man- 
ifest incongruity and warfare between 
means and ends that foreboded failure. 
As long as political parties shall consent 
to be used as active agencies for the 
building up of favored industries at the 
expense of unprotected industries so long 
the tariff will be a political question. 
The only remedy is fail1 play for all and 
the use of the taxing power only for its 
legitimate 
object—the production of

This 
leaves the treasury without means to 
get gold except by borrowing. Mr. Fos- 
ter himself says thai; before he quitted 
office "customs due were paid in silver 
in tho muiii and iu treasury notes. Gold 
payments for customs dnes practically 
ceased." True,. Air. Foster, issued no 
bonds, but he desired to do so, and even 
ordered the plates for them engraved.

tenant Von Kotze. formerly court cham- 
berlain, in his trial on charges of writ- 
ln:j scandalous anonymous letters tc 
many members of Lhe court circle-here 
Either by reason ot his connection wJti 
tiiis trial, or by some other means, hs 
became possessed of letters in the high- 
est degree compromising to many high 
porsonasea about the imperial court. 


In December last a warrant was issued

these bills. Had General Harrison been 
re-eleutod in 1802, no doubt Mr. Foster 
would have been permitted to issue 
bonds in Febrnarj, 1893, aa he desired 
nnd proposed to do.

Foster did not find leisure to 
in'en.ion this incident in connection, iritli 
other matters in his interesting paper. 


There is another aspect of this ques- 


tion vrhich deserves notice in thin con- 
nection. Much has been said of the fact 
that from tho resumption of specie pay- 
ments in 1879 till tlio beginning of the 
present administration tho treasury was 
not obliged to issne bonds to re-enfoico 
tho gold reserve, .But prior to the legis- 
lation of the Fifty-first congress the 
government received a great deal of 
gold, at the custom houses. In the fiscal 
year 1890-1 the government received 
at the Nevr Tort eastern house $110, - 
800,000 in gold; the next year, $31,- 
600,000; tho next'year, $9,400,000. 
Bince that time the receipts of gold have 
been practically nothing at a^l. This 
leaves the 
• treasury without means to 


get gold except by borrowing. Mr. Fos- 
ter himself says that before he quitted 
office ' 'customs due Tvere paid in silver 
in the main and in treasury notes. Gold 
payments for customs dues practically 
ceased." True, ilr. Foster issued no 
bonds, but he desired to do so, and even 
ordered the plates for them engraved. 
The proof is complete that tho disorder 
of onr finances was inherited from the 
Harrison administration, and that it 
was caosed by the legislation of the 
Fifty-first congress.

Sartoga, June 25. — The Democratic 


slaLe convention has put itsel£ on record 
on the financial platform, and has se- 
lected Its delegates to the national con- 
vention, but in doing these things it haa 
followed out the predictions of weeka, 
and lias not created any sensation, or 
even mild surprise. 
It haa declined to 


name its electors, has not put itself on 
record on any state Issues, and has left 
the selection of a state committee until 
the next state convention. These things 
have all been done at the Instance of the 
leaders and with the avowed purpose ol 
placing the pai'ty In such a position that 
no matter what the platform of the na- 
tional party Is, It can be supported by 
the electors and the party In this state. 


The delogates-at-large are: David B. 


H1I!, P.oswell P. Flower, Edward Murphy 
und Frederick R. Coudert. 


The eallent points in the platform 


adopted follow: 


1.—Wo are in favor of gold and silver 
as the standard money of the country. 
We are opposed, as a permanent finan- 
cial policy, to gold monometallism on the 
one hand, or silver monometallism on the 
other hand. The pledge contained in the 
repeal of the Sherman faw.whlch repeal- 
Ing act 
WUB passed by a Democratic 


congress and approved by a Democratic 
president, should be faithfully carried 
ou:. wherein it was declared that "the 
efforts of the government should ba 
steadily dln-cted to the establishment 
of such a safe system of bimetallism as 
n-ill maintain at all times the equal 
power of-every dollar coined or Issued 
by the United States In the markets and 
In the payment of debts." We believa 
that such bimetallism, to ivhl'ch the na- 
tion is solemnly pledged, can only bo 
safely secured and permanently main- 
tained through the concurrent action of 
the leading nations of the world. 
Neither this country, nor any other 


country, Independent and alone. Is able 
to maintain it, ar.d It would be folly to 
attempt it. Being so convinced, we are 
opposed to the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver in the absence of the co- 
operation of other great nation's. "We de- 
clare our.belief that any attempt upon 
the part of the United States alone to 
enter upon the experiment of free silver 
coinage would not only prove disastrous 
to our finances, but would retard, or en- 
tirely prevent, the establishment of in- 
International bimetallism. 
Until Inter- 


national co-operation for bimetallism 
can be secured—to which end all our 
efforts as a government and as a people 
should be in good faith directed—we 
favor the rigid maintenance of the pres- 
out gold standard as essential to the 
preservation of our national credit, the 
redemption of our public pledges and the 
keeping Inviolate of our country's honor. 
"We Insist that all our paper and silver 
currency snail be kept absolutely at a 
parity with gold. 


H.—The Democratic party has ever been 
and still Is the hard money party, and It 
will preserve that record. It Is opposed 
to legal tender paper money as a part 
ot our permanent financial system, and 
It refuses to sanction any paper currency 
Inconvertible with coin. 
The United 
States notes and treasury notes, belns 
in fact debts of the government, should 
be gradually paid off,retired and can- 
celled. This should and must be done 
In such a manner as to cause no contrac- 
tion of the circulating money of tho 
country. So long as they exist, however, 
and are premltted to circulate as money, 
they should be redeemable at all times 
upon demand In the standard money of 
the country. 
The Democratic party is pledged to the1 


resolute maintenance of tbe public cred- 
it at all times and under all circum- 
Btaj-.ces, and it is opposed to the repeal 
of any existing statute which enables the 
secretary of the treasury, by the issue at 
bonds or otherwise, to provide an ade- 
quate fund for the redemption In go'.d of 
our paper obligations whenever neces- 
sary. 


?,.—"We reiterate our adherence to the 


principle of a tariff for revenue only. 
We are opposRd to.government partner- 
ship with protected monopolies, and we 
demand that Import duties, like other 
taxes, should be impartially laid, and 
their Imposition limited to the necessi- 
ties of the government, economically 
administered. Federal taxation should 
not be imposed to benefit individual in- 
terests at the expense of the general wel- 
fare. 
We repudiate the doctrine that it is 


within the province oC the government, 
by the exercise of abuse of the power 
of taxation, to build up one man's busi- 
ness at the expense of another's, or to 
impose burdons upon one class of citi- 
zens for the benefit of other classes, and 
we Insist that "No public taxation ex- 
cppt for public purposes" Is the true 
theory upon which our system of gov- 
ernment is based, and upon which it 
should be honestly and rmpartially ad- 
ministered. 
Upon this 
principle of 


revenue reform, the Democratic party 
takes no step backward. 


We endorse the administration of Pres- 


ident Cleveland, and particularly com- 
mend him for his determined efforts to 
maintain the financial credit 
of the 


United States. 
It Is hereby further resolved, that the 
delegates to the national Democratic 
convention selected by this convention 
are hereby Instructed to enter that con- 
vention as a unit and to vote and act 
as a unit, In accordance with the will of 
the majority thereof.

personages about the Imperial court.

c-lient, whom he was taking to prison, to 
escape.

c.ime the news that he had absconded, 
which caused a tremendous sensation in 
noble and aristocratic circles, as he tooh 
with him papers in the Von Kotze case, 
and others which had been entrusted tc 
his care.
